[ THE POLICEMAN’S VERSION | 


Policeman M. E. McNamara of the Hyde 
Park station, who patrols the beat near 
the Barnes home, talked with Mrs. Barnes 
in a drug store at Pifty-eighth street and 
Calumet avenue when she was on her 
way to keep her appointment with her 
husband in her flat. 

McNamara has interviewed Mrs. 
Barnes on several occasions within the 
last three weeks. 

“I talked with her first,” said the police- 
man, “just after Roy Schellheimer 
brought her parrot home. Schellheimer 
was a bartender, married, living at 303 
East Sixtieth street. She said the par- 
rot flew away into Washington park and 
went up into a tree. She went after it 
and Schellheimer helped her chase it and. 
get it down. He walked home with her, 
she said, and when they reached the house 
he asked, Can't I come in and wash my 
hands?’ 

She told him he could, she said, and 
he went back to the kitchen sink. As 
he was bending over, according to her 
account, he turned suddenly, grabbed 
her, and carried her into another room. 

“Just then her husband* came home 
and found the two in the house. He 
called the police.

We have collected all but about §20,- 
000 of the $250,000 fund which was sub- 
scribed. The fund assembled by Tun 
TRIBUNE and other subscriptions simi- 
larly designated for militia relief were 
used exclusively for relief purposes, but 
the total amounts of those funds have 
been exhausted. 

“Of the §250.000, it was the plan of 
the Chicago chapter, and still is, to 
equip four base hospitals, at a cost of 
$20,000 each, and four field columns, or 
transportation units, at a cost of $16,000 
each. These eight units, which have 
been organized from the staffs of Chi- 
cago hospitals and for which the neces- 
sary equipment is being purchased, will 
represent an outlay of $164,000, 
leaves a balance of $86,000.

Heard Fire Engines. 

“I heard the fire engines and seeing 
the blaze in the direction of the church 
hastened to it.“ said Dr. Barton. The 
spire was all ablaze and the building 
was on fire in at least three other places; 
at the ridge pole nearly above the echo 
organ, at the eaves of both sides and at 
the intersection of the nave and transepts. 
The lightning bolt seemed to have fol- 
lowed the right pole, The fire soon burst 
out in the organ.

efforts to save the auditorium. At one 
time it appeared that the adjoining parish 
house could not be saved and nearly all 
of the furniture was moved out of it 
though the rain was falling.
